fame. Courch and Family with them. .If we 
are Truely of the Church, we. fhall come to 
be Tisamphant in Time. So that a True 
Church-Man is all the Diftinéion I make, 
or that we ought to make. I have often 
told for what Wicked End the Diftinétion 
of High and Low has of Late, been brought 
in among us. And now.!I fay, to the 
Grief and Affonifoment, of Whiggs and Dif- 
fenters, that not only my Ld. Duwke of 
Marlborough, but the Earl of Peterborugh, 
and all the Reft of our Generals, and Of- 
ficers nay and Private Soldiers too, are by 
ail the Computation we can make, True 
Church- Men.

For ia all our 
Armies, both by Sea and Land, the Private 
Soldiers are oblidg’d to Attend the Com- 
mon Prayer Read by the Chaplains of every 
Ship and . Regiment, and who are, Abjent, 
without Juft Caufe, are Punifh'd by their Of- 
ficers. There is no Occafional Conformity al. 
low’d there. And therefore we mult Reckon 
all thefe of the Courch of England. 

And Moreover I find by the Statute 13. 
and 14. Car. 2. Cap. 3. §. 19. That the 
Soldiers as well as Officers are Oblidg’d. to 
take the Oaths of Allegeance and Supremacy, 
and likewife that Oath, That it is not Law- 

ful; upon any Pretence whatfoever, to take 
Arms againft the King &c. So that their 
Principles as to the Church of England are 
Secured, as well as their keeping to her 
Communion, fo far as Laws can do it. 

Therefore I fay, That our Fleets and 
Armies ate to be Reckon’d Church-Men. 
And Confequently all our Great Viétories 

have been Gain’d by Church-Men, by Church- 
Generals, Church Officers, and Church-Soldiers, 
andi not by Whiggs and Diffenters. Let Ob- 
fervator or Review Name any of them he.
